3 council seats vacant 
San Dimas race: a crowded field

San DIMAS — Two incumbents will 
face stiff competition from five challe­ 
ngers in the March 5 municipal elec­ 
tion that will offer three vacant seats 
on the City Council. 


The only issue to surface this far in 
the election is the sty le ajid persona­ 
lities of the candidates which differ in 
many way s and will offer the voter a 
wide selection. 


May or Jam es l.ough, who was ap­ 
pointed may or in January after the re­ 
signation 
of Thomas 
Nuss. 
will' be 
.seeking his second four-y ear term. 
Lough, easy going and* relax ed in the 
role, of may or, is a strong leader on 
the present council. 
Incumbent Loy d Salisbury will be 
seeking hie third four-y ear term . Sa­ 
lisbury is quiet and conservative but 
complains that he 
is alway s voted 
down 4-1 on most City Council actions. 
D.F. Hooper, another strong perso­ 
nality on the council, is not seeking re- 
election and this will leave the third 
seat open 
The five challengers are all newco­ 
mers to the political scene ex cept for 
Terry Dipple, 21, who was unsuccesslul 
in his attempt for a council seat in 
1072. 
Dr. Marvin Ersher, one of two Via 
\ ’erde area residents in the race, has 
become prominent as a cam paigner for 
low density 
residential 
development. 
■\nother Via Verde resident, Julian Lo- 
bosky , say s he will use his business 
ex perience to attract commercial and 
industrial development to the city . 
Downtow'n businessman Jim McLean 
said he is concerned about the every ­ 
day needs of San Dmias citizens. How­ 
ard F. (Junior) Adams, Jay cee presi­ 
dent. promises to get neglected streets 
repaired if elected. 


Lough 


Lough, 47, feels his re-election will 
. provide the City Council with the base 
ex perience it needs wiMi the loss of 
Thomas Nuss and ol D.F. Hooper. Roth 
men 
w ere 
ex perienced 
and 
s'rone 
members Of the Cit\ Council. 
Serving on the council for the past 
four y ears. Lough said he has estab­ 
lished a good working relationship wdth 
county and state agencies. He also 
made a trip to Washington last y ear to 
work with legislators on problems af­ 
fecting San Dimas, 
Lough said he is optimistic about the 
future of the community . “ 1 feel we 
m ay .get a regional shopping center 
here in the near future but we should 
slso continue with plans for small cen­ 
ters.” he .said. 
The candidate supports the Western 
theme for the dowmtown and feels that 
the downtown area should have a cen­ 


tralized identity . 
Lough’s accomplishments include the 
initiation of the park developniwii ordi­ 
nance w'hich is enabling the city to 
complete development of its parks.

Flash 


How to identify 
a superior retread 
by the flash marks 


Look at those staggered bands or flanges running 
across the tread in our photo. 
T his is what our retreads look like when they 
come out of the curing molds. 
In the tire business, new tires as well as retreads, 
these are referred to as flash. For the sake of clar 
ity, let's refer to them here as flash marks. 
Normally they're removed on a trimming wheel 
before the tire goes to a store. We took our photo 
before trimming to explain their importance. 
Even after they've been removed, you can still 
detect the flash mark evidence around the tread on 
every tire which has been cured in a segmented 
mold. 
For years all tires, new or retread, hove been 
cured in half circle clamshell molds. 
And let's call the mold by its proper name. 
Matrix. T he plural is matrices. 
One side of the tire fits into one half of the ma­ 
trix, then the other half of the matrix clamps down 
over the tire. Air pressure expands the tire to fill 
the matrix. T he matrices are hollow, and live steam 
is circulated through their chambers to cure or cook 
the tire. 
Along came wider tires, glass belted cross ply tires 
as well as belted radials. T hat's when retreading pro 
blems developed. 
T he whole purpose o f the belt is to keep the tread 
rigid, to give it a firmer footprint on the pavement. 
Conventional unbelted tires could expand to fill out 
the conventional half circle matrices. T he belts in 
belted tires prevent the tire from expanding. 
New equipment was developed to solve the pro 
blem and to produce a superior belted tire; belted 
cross-ply or radial. New or retread. 
It's called the segmented matrix. 
Each half of the matrix is divided into six equal 
segments, or a total of twelve for each mold. 
T o close the matrix for curing, the segments are 
pul.ad together against the tread. In the curing pro 
cess small amounts of excess rubber compound are 
allowed to bleed out through the joints between the 
segments. 
It's a precision process. A moderate amount of air 
pressure is applied inside the tire to hold it in place. 
T hen under tremendous pressure, the matrix is 
squeezed inward to fit the tire. T he pressure inside 
the tire is then increased to secure a snug fit. 
And that's, how we build all our retreads. 
On the very newest precision equipment, made 
expressly for belted and radial tires. 
So far as we know, ours is the only retread plant 
in California making belted retreads with segmented 
matrices exclusively. 
If segmented matrices are so superior, why don't 
all retreaders start using them? 
Each tire size requires its own matrix. T he old 
style clamshell matrices cost $700 each; segmented 
matrices, $2,500 each. 
We can't claim to be unprejudiced, but we can say 
what we believe. We believe we make the best re 
treads in the U.S.

Explosive dispute looms over oil issue in East China Sea 


SEOUL (U PI) - Oil may 
or may not be there, but a 
potentially explosive dispute 
l o o m s 
over 
the 
eastern 
seabeds of the East China 
Sea. where attempts are un­ 
der way by some countries to 
develop untapped resources. 
Thus far the parties to the 
buddaip 
dispute are Japan 
and rauth Korea on one side 
and China on the other. All 
say they are ready to seek 
negotiations on the issue, but 
no more has been taken so 
far to ODen talks. 


Japan and South Korea sig­ 
ned an agreement Jan. 30 to 
explore the continental shelf 
in the East China Sea jointly 
for oil resources. They deli­ 
mited an £4.000 square ki­ 
lometer area equid;stant from 
both countries for joint devel­ 
opment. 
A week after the signing, 
Peking issued a strongly wor­ 
ded statement which said the 
South Korea-Japan agreement 
violated 
Chinese 
territorial 
rights and they should “ bear 
full responsibility for all con­ 
sequences” arising from it. 
The Chinese also said “ the 
question of how to divide the 
continental shelf in the East 
China Sea should be decided 
bv China and other countries 
c o n c e r n e d through con­ 
sultations.” 
The Chinese reaction was 
no surprise to South Korea. In 


1972 China made a similar 
statement and Seoul said it 
was ready to seek negotia­ 
tions with Peking on the ques­ 
tion. 


The disputed zone is one of 
the 
several 
designated 
as 
“ oil-likely areas" by a 196S 
survey of the Economic Com­ 
mission for Asia and the Far 
East (ECAFE). 


Alter the announcement of 
the 
ECAFE 
survey, 
Seoul 
moved quickly to grant con- 
c e s s i o n rights to several 
American and European oil 
giants, including Gulf, Texaco 
and Shell, for oil prospecting 
on the continental shelf near 
South 
Korea. 
The 
Korean- 
American Oil Co., a joint ven­ 
ture of the Wendell Philips 
Co., and three other Ameri­ 
can oil firms joined the group 
later. 
Japan took no time in de­ 
claring that the area south of 
Korea's southern coastal line, 
under the principle of equi­ 
distance, falls under Japan’s 
territorial jurisdiction. 
Thus a dispute developed 
between South Korea and Ja ­ 
pan. In 1972. the two sides de­ 
cided to jointly develop the 
continental shelf with money 
and technology from foreign 
and 
local 
concessionaires 
picked by the two govern­ 
ments. 
After nearly 18 months of 
hard 
negotiations, 
the 
two 


countries 
officially 
signed 
what was called a Continental 
S h e l f Development Accord 
late last month in Seoul. 
The 31-article agreement, to 
remain in effect for 50 years, 
did not touch on the knotty is­ 
sue of territorial rights but 
simply spelled out how’ to tap 
the area. 
The joint development zone 


is divided into nine subzones 
under the agreement to make 
it easier tor concessionaries 
to throughly explore them. 
Each subzone is explored 
and exploited by two con­ 
cessionaries. one each from 
the two countries. From Ja ­ 
pan. Nippon Petroleum, Nish- 
inippon (West Japan) Petro­ 
leum and Teikoku (Imperial) 


Oil are expected to take part.

Kuwait hoping to ease crisis in poor nations 


KUWAIT (UPI) — Crown 
Prince and Premier Sheikh 
Jaber AI Ahmad said today 
Kuwait is seeking appropriate 
means to ease the difficulties 
faced by developing countries 
as a result of recent increase 
of oil prices. 


The Kuwaiti Premier was 
speaking to a three-day semi­ 
nar on the investment policies 
of A r a b o i l - p r o d u c i n g 
countries which opened at Ku­ 
wait's Sheraton hotel. 


“ We understand the diffi­ 
culties faced by poorer devel­ 
oping countries as a result of 
the energy problem.” he said. 
“ We are seeking, in collabo­ 
ration with other oil produc­ 
ing countries, to work out ap­ 
propriate means to ease such 
difficulties. ” 


Jaber criticized those who 
objected to increases in oil 


prices. He said. “ We do be­ 
lieve that this outcry cannot 
b e 
justified 
in 
economic 
terms since oil is not the only 
material 
whose 
price 
has 
recently risen.” 


“ It is our opinion that the 
question of oil prices, if it is 
not left to be determined by 
conditions of supply and de­ 
mand, can best be discussed 
in 
an 
international context 
provided that sue-1 discussion 
will not be contined to the 
prices of crude oil. but should 
also extend to the prices of 
all other essentia! materials,” 
he said. 


The Kuwaiti Premier said 
i n d u s t r i a l countries also 
should “ understand that the 
real and permanent stability 
of the international monetary 
system should be established 
on a fair basis and should not 


be made to serve the inter­ 
ests of a group of nations at 
the expense of all others.” 
“ There is a wide scope for 
the establishment of a fair 
relationship and true cooper­ 
ation between the industrial 
and developing countries for 
the 
benefit 
of 
the 
inter­ 
national 
community 
as 
a 
whole and for the welfare of 
all peoples, aimed at bridging 
the wide gap between the de­ 
veloped and less developed 
countries,” he said.

By DAVID E. ANDERSON 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - Af­ 
ter two years of pretty much 
m a r k i n g time, American 
churchmen are once again

“ Watergate has put an end

V o r s p a n , director of the

program. 
As a first step to revitalized 
domestic social action coali­ 
tion, Vorspan and 17 other re­ 
ligious leaders -many of them 
active in the now dormant re- 
1 i g i o u s antiwar and civil 
rign.s efjorls—Lave joined to 
form what they call the “ Re­ 
ligious Committee for Integr­ 
ity in Government.” 
Among the sponsors of the 
committee are such mainline 
churchmen as Sterling Cary, 
president 
of 
the 
National 
Council of Churches, Robert 
Campbell, general secretary 
o f 
the 
American 
Baptist 
Churches in the U.S.A.; Bish­

“ The times call for citizen

Vorspan sees the Watergate 
crisis as providing even wider 
opportunities 
for 
securing 
“ significant federal legislative 
solutions to neglected social 
problems in American life.” 
The time is ripe, he be­ 
lieves. for a renewal of the 
civil rights coalition of the 
1960s, composed of religious, 
e t h n i c and 
labor organ­ 
izations. 
Such a coalition, according 
to Vorsp,, could work as a 
“ social conscience” task force 
aimed at the issues of civil 
rights laws, urban problems, 
ecology and economic 
pro­ 
grams for the poor. 
There are some indications 
such a coalition might be 
joined bv some heretofore un­ 
likely allies —evangelicals.

Jim Wallis, editor of the 
evangelical activist magazine

al feelines in an editorial on 
Watergate: 
“ The most important thing 
which could result from the 
Watergate episode is not the 
impeachment of the Presi­ 
dent. Rather it would be hope 
of lessons learned

church about its responsibi­ 
lities, about its mission in this 
society.”

Things hav e a way of working ou t, right? Do I make my self 
clear? 
Becau se of the gasoline shortage y ou can’t driv e to the mar­ 
ket. bu t that’s okay becau se with the p rice of food these day s, 
y ou can’t afford to bu y any thing any way . 
Eggs aren’t so bad—they ’re only three times as ex p ensiv e as 
they were last y ear. Ev en the cost of egg on y ou r face has 
gone u p . 
i am v ery fond of eggs, bu t f can’t cook tnern. You v e 
heard abou t the gu y who cou ldn’t ev en boil an egg? Don’t 
lau gh—y ou ’ll hu rt my feelings. One day 1 cooked a handfu l ot 
harboiled eggs. I p u t them in a p an of water, tu rned u p the 
heat and went to catch the six o’clock news. By the time my 
teeth had q u it, chattering, the water had boiled away , the eggs 
had cracked and were issu ing globs of white gook. and the 
bottom of the p an was tu rning black. 
Fried eggs are the simp lest, bu t mine alway s end u p 
scrambled, f like a friend egg “ov er easy ,” as the girl at the 
lu nch cou nter bawls to the cook. He can do it. Lu v erly . Light 
brown, q u iv ering gently with a p u lse of y ellow y oke. Bu t I 
alway s ru in the v oke when I crack the egg on the edge of the 
fry ing p an. I giv e the fragile shell a few tentativ e tap s and 
nothing hap p ens. So I giv e it a good sharp bat on the rim and 
end u p with a handfu l of raw egg, as slip p ery anti slimy a 
mess as y ou cou ld ask for. 
Then 1 du mp the lot into the p an. inclu ding a scattering of 
shell fragments and p ick u p the sp orts p age. 1 am recalled to 
my p reciou s “ov er easy ” by a colu mn of smoke rising ov er 
the stov e. The egg is now a greasy , y ellow-white amalgam 
with the tex tu re (and taste) of a Formica tile. 
If the egg is alway s going to end u p scrambled, y ou might 
as well scramble it to start with. So I crack it into the bowl, 
remov e p ieces o fshell, mix , add salt, p ep p er and dried onion 
flakes—y u mmy ! Watch it closely on the griddle. It alway s 
come off gooey and ru nny , or as leathery as a baseball glov e. 
[ like it somewhere in between, bu t the magic moment alway s 
elu des me. I'v e tu rned ou t scrambled eggs that wou ld bend 
y ou r fork. 
Poached eggs are tou gh, too—at least mine are. Pop the egg 
into the boiling water and p ace beside it like a father in a 
maternity ward. I look at my watch. I glance at the kitchen 
clock. I stu dy the firming of the white. 1 p icku p the sp orts 
p age and read abou t the Lakers’ latest defeat. When I fish ou t 
the p oached egg, I cou ld p lay golf with it. 
Okay -soft-boiled egg. What can go wrong with a soft-boiled 
egg? (Lau ghter from Oly mp u s.) I slide it gently into the boiling 
water. Sigh of relief. Watch the clock. Three minu tes? Or was 
it fou r? Phone rings. “ I’m sorry , she’s not u p y et. Can 1 take 
a m essage?” The message tu rns ou t to be longer than the 
Gosp el According to St. Matthew, and when I get back to the 
stov e my soft-boiled egg is as chewy and resilient as a han­ 
dball. 
The intricacies and anx ieties of cooking eggs hav e redu ced 
me to a shell of my former self.

A p atient p ay s a fee to find 
ou t forBhis own p eace of mind 
if his p ressu re has risen or is 
normal. Is it fair for a doctor 
not to tell him? I’ll be inter­ 
ested to hear y ou r answer. 
Dear Reader — Net all doc­ 
tors 
av oid 
telling 
p atients 
th:ir p ressu re reading. ‘T h e 
main 
reason 
most 
doctors 
av oid giv ing y ou nu mbers is 
that 
it 
flu ctu ates 
normally 
and most p atients hav e a ten­ 
dency to think, erroneou sly , 
that something is wrong it 
their p ressu re is fiv e or 10 
p oints higher on one reading 
than on a 
p rev iou s 
ex am­ 
ination. 
Some p atients hav e a reflex 
reaction to hav ing their blood 
p ressu re reading taken. They 
become ov erly anx iou s abou t 
their p ressu re and ev ery time 
the blood p ressu re clu ff goes 


on. wham mo, their p ressu re 
goes way u p . When they are 
distracted 
or 
relax ed, 
the 
p ressu re may be nomal. Doc­ 
tors hav e learned that one 
\v a - to av oid hav ing t h e i r 
p atients dev elop su ch a reac­ 
tion to the p ressu re is 
to 
av oid their becoming fix ed cn 
the nu mbers. It’s not a v ery 
satisfactory solu tion, bu t it is 
a common p ractice with the 
best of intentions. 
Most 
doctors 
wou ld 
not 
agree that y ou p ay them to 
find ou t what y ou r hlood p res­ 
su re is. Rather, they think of 
their role as gu arding y ou r 
health, if gu arding y ou r health 
means not transmitting an­ 
x iety abou t y ou r blood p res­ 
su re reading to y ou , that is 
what they are likely to do. 


DEAR DR. LAMB - Do 
singers’ nodes hav e any thing 
to do with thy roid diseaase? 
The doctor has been treating 
me for singers’ nodes abou t 
lou r months. He tells me not to 
talk, y et I see no imp rov e­ 
ment.

recov ers 
fro m the 
illness. 
Some peo ple also lose their 
v oces from nerv ou sness, bu t 
this is a differnet situ ation 
than the singers 
node p rob­ 
lem.

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China-U.S. love affair 
starting to lose fire? 


HONG KONG (UP!) - The 


bloom is off Sino-American 
relations. 


At least for the moment. 


Both China and the United 
States are being being prop­ 
erly polite on the surface. 
But two years after Presi­ 
dent Nixon visited Peking and 
wrote a new chapter in the 
sweet-and-sour saga of Sino- 
American relations there are 
faint indications that things 
are turning a bit sour tor the 
first time. 
This is a development of 
the past several weeks. It un­ 
doubtedly is rooted in a poli­ 
tical 
campaign 
now 
being 
whipped up on a mass scale 
in Lama. 
Ostensibly this campaign is 
directed 
against 
two 
dead 
men —the ancient sage Con- 
lucius and Lin Piao, tr.e ex­ 
heir apparent to Communist 
Party 
Chairman 
Mao 
T se­ 
tting. 
China analysts here and in 
Peking, 
however, 
see 
tins 
campaign as a battle between 
the living—top level leaders 
i d e n t i f i e d with factions 
struggling. for supremacy and 
eventually succession to the 
aged Mao, SO. and Premier 
Chou En-lai, 75 
So far, only a slight tinge of 
xenophobia has crept into the 
campaign. This has included 
some guarded and relatively 
m i l d 
a n t i-American 
re­ 
marks. 
The main antiforeign criti­ 
cism has been aimed at a 
movie filmed in China in the 
spring of 1972 by famed Ita­ 
lian 
Director 
Michelangelo 
Antononi and “ untitled” clas­ 
sical music compositions of 
the West, including some by 
Beethoven and Mozart. 
Articles, broadcasts 
and 
editorials have also attacked 
some American policies and 
personalities, including exSe- 


cretary of State John Foster 
Dulles, China experts Owen 
Lattimore 
and 
Kenneth 
S. 
Latourette, 
and 
philosopher 
John Dewey. 
Indications are that the lea­ 
dership is trying to keep anti- 
American 
overtones 
muted 
and under 
careful 
control. 
Except 
for 
attacks 
on 
a 
famous ficticious bird, “ Jona­ 
than Livingston Seagull,” the 
criticsms c l 
American per­ 
sonalities have Lwen in an his­ 
torical context. 
The most significant devel­ 
opment has been the mutual 
absence of the chiefs ot dipl­ 
omatic liaison offices in Pek­ 
ing and Washington. 
China’s Ambassador Huang 
Chen has been away from his 
posr since late last year. 
Ambassador David Bruce, 
the top American in Peking, 
has been away for a lesser 
period. But, early this month, 
he was suddenly — -and sur­ 
prisingly—given 
an 
assign­ 
ment in Europe, working on 
the energy problem. 
The otticial American posi­ 
tion 
is 
that 
nothing 
has 
changed. But privately some 
officials admit that things are 
not going the way Washington 
desires. 
Diplomatic 
sources 
based in Peking say U.S. offi­ 
cials are miffed over a num­ 
ber of issues, ranging from 
C h i n e s e footdragging on 
some projects to what they 
described as Bruce’s virtual 
Eolation from top Chinese of- 
licials. 
There are clear signs that 
the Chinese are noi as an­ 
xious, or willing, to go ahead 
with cultural exchanges as 
they once were. 
In the economic sphere the 
trend is not so clear. Trade, 
which burgeoned from almost 
nothing before Nixon’s visit to 
more than three-quarters of a 
biliion dollars last year, pro­ 
bably will be less affected. 


2 American women 


in Turkish prison 


seek their freedom 


ADANA, Turkey 
UP!) — 
Two American women serv­ 
ing life prison terms in Tur­ 
key for smuggling hashish ac­ 
cused the United States today 
of failing to help them fight 
the stiff sentences.

m a t e r i a 1 needs,” Katnrvn 
Ann Zenz. 28, of Lancaster 
W i s ., said, choking back 
tears. “ But what we need 
most is our freedom.” 
Joann M. McDaniel, 29. of 
Coos Bay, Ore., complained 
their 
Turkish 
lawyer 
had 
failed to contact them since 
January. “ He makes state­ 
ments to the press, but tel: - 
us nothing," she shouted. 


The two women made their 
remarks in an interview con­ 
ducted through two sets oi 
steel shutters at Adana Jail, 
where they have been sercing 
their sentences.

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|j Book reveals work of 
Christians in Pakistan 


By WILISTON WIRT 


CHRIST IN BANGLADESH, 
by James and Matti Heflev. 
Harper & Row. $4.95. 


This book, one of the ne­ 
west in Pomona Public Li­ 
brary, is a vivid portrayal of 
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(Williston Wirt, is a profes­ 
sional staff member, at the 
Pomona Public Library.) 
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the war in East Pakistan — 
one which does not involve 
American troops so does not 
rate much concern by the 
American public. Yet most of 
us 
are aware 
that, 
since 
World War II, East Pakistan 
was ruled by West Pakistan 
in a solution that seemed able 
to settle the aggravated re­ 
ligious differences in that po­ 
pulous area, sinccc both dis­ 
tricts were Muslim. 


In 1972 the Bengalis of East 
P a k i s t a n revolted against 
West Pakistan control, de­ 
manding self-rule. West Pa­ 
kistan troops in East Pakis­ 
tan were given orders 
to 
crush the revolt. As a result, 
they committed revolting at­ 
rocities. Little of this was re- 
p o r t e d by the American 
press. 
Many English and Ameri­ 
tan missionaries have been at 
work there. Some fled, but 
most of them remained, and 
were thus eye-witnesses to 
the rape and slaughter and 
senseless 
destruction , com­ 
mitted by the West Pakistani 
ti oops. 
The authors were greatly 
impressed by the courage and 
concern of the missionaries. 
B>' pooli/g their resources, 
the missionaries were able to 
bring in food and clothing in 


large amounts. Hospital sup­ 
plies were flown in and help­ 
ed relieve some of the mise­ 
ry. Y’et so widespread was 
the devastation wrought by 
enemy troops that aid was 
inefficient. 
Eight pages of photographs 
make this clear as they un­ 
derscore the suffering. 
The authors were able to 
visit the most populous areas, 
many 
times 
accompanying 
the missionaries in their ef­ 
forts to be of help and assis­ 
tance. They write, “ The more 
we dug, the more certain we 
felt that here was the great, 
untold story of the ugly, just- 
concluded war.” 
Those who feel that mis­ 
sionary work is no longer 
needed 
will discover 
from 
reading this 
book 
that 
in 
those areas where 
hatreds 
are still bringing misery and 
suffering, their heroic efforts 
on behalf of mercy and Chris­ 
tian lo\e 
are essential 
to 
maintain sanity and restora­ 
tion. it is Christiantiy ex­ 
pressed in deeds, following 
the example of 
One 
who 
“ went about doing good” . 
O ne 
of 
the 
continuing 
causes of bitter dispute in­ 
volves the large number of 
war prisoners held by both 
sides. No effort to resolve this 
issue has been found, 
and 
recrimination continues. 
This book, therefore, con­ 
tains no record of solution— it 
is rather a vivid revelation of 
what this distant altercation 
really is — humans fiercely 
fighting for supremacy with 
ideals lost in the effort to 
emerge victorious. Christ i- 
Bangladesh portrays the ren­ 
dering ot Christian compas­ 
sion in 
this maelstrom 
of 
Moslem animosity.

And this is the second 
half of a two-volume work. 
O’Neill led a strange life in 
that he could dramatize and 
illuminate the terror of hu­ 
man existence while he him­ 
self was engaged in the same 
ritualistic dance of destruc­ 
tion as the characters in his 
plays. 


He alienated his children 
and crippled their emotions. 
He entered into one odd rela­ 
tionship after another, par­ 
ticularly with his wives. 
Even 
nature 
abetted 
his 
personal tragedies at the end, 
giving him a lingering disease 
that destroyed his unique gift 


•examined 
biography 


of communicating 
his 
tor­ 
ment. 


Hie 
author 
writes com- 
pellingly of O’Neill the loner, 
the seeker, whose raging fam­ 
ily and upbringing furnished 
him with material for several 
remarkable plays and enough 
personal emotional problems 
to translate into many others. 
His demand for utter sel­ 
flessness from women, for in­ 
stance, might have been the 
result of his mother’s drug 
addiction and her complete 
obeisance to his 
father, 
a 
famous but limited actor. 
As any theatergoer knows, 
his plays are vital documents 
of human conduct and reac­ 
tion. 


And in his book, leavened 
by some previously unpub­ 
lished material, we can see 
some of the reasons O’Neill 
was able to create such thea­ 
ter. 


He stands out as one of the 
nation’s greatest dramatist» 
but, on another level, he’s a

Prophet,” has sold a million 
and a half copies, and been 
translated into more than 20 
languages. 


He 
wrote

Lebanon 
and English for the West. His 
mother was the daughter of a 
Maronite priest. The Maronite 
faith came to Lebanon from 
the Church of Antioch, and is 
a branch of Roman Catholic­ 
ism. 


During 
his 
boyhood, 
the 
lurks ruled Lebanon, so his 
church struggled to survive 
within an Islamic society. 
Many Lebanese migrated to 
New 5 ork, the Gibran family 
among them. Gibran -devel­ 
oped skill as an artist, and 
studied 
art.

paintings are treasured today. 
He also wrote poeiry and spi­ 
ritual sayings - lu books ot 
them. 
Gibran never married, and 
died at 47. The popularity of

Sloan said that his firm

When a group walks into M 
and W Sound Service, the 
owners tell (he members ev­ 
erything they can about suc­ 
ceeding in the business of 
performing or at least the 
best ways of finding out whe­ 
ther they can succeed or not.

Shell and Exxon reduce prices 
on gas, but Gulf cost rises

Shell and Fxxon reduced prices on 
gasoline Friday but Gulf Oil announced 
an increase. 
Shell reduced gasoline one half tent 
a gallon and diesel fuel 2.5 ten ts. Ex­ 
xon announced a .7 cent per gallon cut 
for gasoline. Gulf increased its price 
by 1,3 cents a gallon. 
Shell's price cuts w ere included in a 
iist oi decreases for several products 
and resulted from reduced em phasis 
on heating oil in refinery production 
and an anticipated increase in sales for 
M arch, 
Exxon said its price d etrease was 
prim arily becuase of large supplies. 
"W e’re going to have 6 per ten t 


m oie gasoline due to a switch in the 
refineries from producing fuel oil to 
gasoline,” said Chapin Burks, director 
ol public relations for the company, 
Houston.. 
"The refine 17 operations w ill be able 
to m ake more ga^ available to the sta­ 
tion, The switch was made for two rea- 
sors, 10 per cent w an n er w eather in 
our marketing area and because custo­ 
m er conservation has lowered the de­ 
mand (iui fuel oil). 
Gulf said its increase was due in 
part to the federal governm ent’s man­ 
datory <rude oil allocation program , 
under which the company is forced to 
sell some 130,000 barrels of crude per 
day to its com petitor''.

Sears, 53, of Mountain Lakes, N .I., 
was the Republican leader of the New 
Jer-ev Senate until 1971 and an unsuc­ 
cessful candidate for Governor in the 
1969 prim ary. A Vesco associate, he 
headed President Nixon’s cam paign in 
New Jersey in 1972 and later becam e 
counsel and a director of Vesco’> Inter­ 
national Controls Corp., an electronics 
lirm in Fairfield, N.J. 
Vesco, also a co-defendant in 
the 
case, but a fugitive since last Spring, 
paid Sears $10,000 for help in solving 
Vesco’s financial problems with 
the 
Securities and Exchange Commission,

Flash

How to identify 
a superior retread 
by the flash marks 


Look at those staggered bands or flanges running 
across the tre3d in our photo. 
This is what our retreads look like when they 
come out of the curing molds. 
In the tire business, new tires as well as retreads, 
these are referred to as flash. For the sake of clar 
ity, let's refer to them here as flash marks. 
Normally they're removed on a trimming wheel 
before the tire goes to a store. We took our photo 
before trimming to explain their importance. 
Even after they've been removed, you can still 
detect the flash mark evidence around the tread on 
every tire which has been cured in a segmented 
mold. 
For years all tires, new or retread, have been 
cured in half circle clamshell molds. 
And let's call the mold by its proper name. 
Matrix. The plural is matrices. 
One side of the tire fits into one half of the ma 
trix, then the other half of the matrix clamps down 
over the tire. Air pressure expands the tire to fill 
the matrix. The matrices are hollow, and live steam 
is circulated through their chambers to cure or cook 
the tire. 
Along came wider tires, glass belted cross ply tires 
as well as belted radials. That's when retreading pro 
blems developed. 
The whole purpose of the belt is to keep the tread 
rigid, to give it a firmer footprint on the pavement. 
Conventional unbelted tires could expand to fill out 
the conventional half circle matrices. The belts in 
belted tires prevent the tire from expandinq. 
New equipment was developed to solve the pro 
blem and to produce a superior belted tire; belted 
cross-ply or radial. New or retread 
It's called the segmented matrix. 
Each half of the matrix is divided into six equal 
segments, or a total of twelve for each mold. 
To close the matrix for curing, the segments are 
pulled together against the tread. In the curing pro 
cess small amounts of excess rubber compound are 
allowed to bleed out through the joints between the 
segments. 
It's a precision process. A moderate amount of air 
pressure is applied inside the tire to hold it in place. 
Then under tremendous pressure, the matrix is 
squeezed inward to fit the tire. The pressure inside 
the tire is then increased to secure a snug fit. 
And that's how we build all our retreads. 
On the very newest precision equipment, made 
expressly for belted and radial tires. 
So far as we know, ours is the only retread plant 
in California making belted retreads with segmented 
matrices exclusively. 
If segmented matrices are so superior, why don't 
all retreaders start using them7 
Each tire size requires its own matrix. The old 
style clamshell matrices cost $700 each; segmented 
matrices, $2,500 each. 
We can't claim to be unprejudiced, but we can say 
what we believe. We believe we make the best re 
treads in the U.S.

Testifying Wednesday be- 
fore the House Internal Secur­ 
ity Committee, Dr. F. Gentry 
Harris said he studied 60 air 
hijackings and found evidence 
(, ‘serious mental problems" 
in all of them but not a single 
e i.:3 where political motives 
or philosophies were a ge- , 
rritle factor. 
Harris, chief of the psy- : 
chiatric department for the 
t'.S. Public Health Service I 
Hospital 
in San Francisco, 
said levels of violence vary 
with the degree of frustration 
or tranquility in society. 
In the pa-t. he said, frustra­ 
tion over the military,' draft, 
t e ns e 
international 
con­ 
frontations and the war in 
Vietnam may have triggered 
violence. 
Now he said, the issues of 
long gasoline lines, inflation, 
poverty and economic and 
political 
dissatisfaction 
are 
the frustration factors behind 
increasing violent outbursts. 
He said people are “ mad as 
hell at the oil companies” and 
that long gasoline lines are 
creating “ anxiety, viciousness 
and violence” among the citi­ 
zens. 
Harris said Watergate and 
related “ white collar crimes” j 
in government, 
leading 
to j 
general citizen dissatisfaction, 
also are a factor. 
He speculated that political j 
kidnaping» may have taken 
the place ot air hijackings in 
expressing 
frustration 
with 
the “establishment.” 
Harris said in dealing with 
both kidnapers and hijackers, 
it is unwise to grant the ran­ 
som requests or other de­ 
mands. He suggested instead 
a redirection of law enforce­ 
ment techniques to “ reason” 
with the terrorist. 
“We find with skyjackers 
many 
reasonable 
elements 
that are willing to listen to 
reasonable 
proposals 
and 
many who are willing to give 
up. It’s surprising how reaso­ 
nable they can become.” said 
Harris.

Walther shoots 
for pole position

ONTARIO — David "Salt” Walther 
will be shooting at the pole position to­ 
day in qualification runs for the Cali­ 
fornia 500. 
1 he fa-test three qualifiers today are 
guaranteed to be in the front row.’ in 
the 509 March 10. 
The last time Walther competed at 
Ontario Motor Speedway, the future 
looked about as bright as it could pos­ 
sibly get. 
It was September of 1972. Walther 
was 24 vears old—ntnning in his first 
California 500. He finished sixth, and 
the sages all agreed that he was "ris­ 
ing.” 
It was o n l y a tew- months later, 
however, that U alther lay in a hospital 
with 40 per cent of his body covered by 
burns received in the nowr-tamous first 
lap crash in last May’s Indianapolis 
500. 
Crowded against the wall at the drop 
of the green flag, Walther was left no 
escape hatch by hard-charging cars in 
back of him. He drove up over Jerry 
Grant’s rear wheel, and spun into mid­ 
air. his crazily twisting machine spew­ 
ing burning fuel over customers in the 
first few rows. 
It is now March, 1974. Walther is 
competing once again at OMS and 
America’s most famous living crash 
victim is trying to get the public to 
think of him as a winning race driver 
rather than a medical miracle. 
Weather permitting, Walther thinks 
that maybe—just maybe—he can re­ 
work his reputation in today’s qualify­ 
ing time trials by putting his McL-aren- 
Offy in the front row . . . if not the 
pole position. 
Cars qualifying fourth through 18th 
today will determine their starting po­ 
sitions by what they do in Sunday’s 
two 100 mile qualifying races. In other 
words, none in that group can start the 
"500” in a position worse than 18th. 
Cars that qualify 19th through 27th 
today will be guaranteed starting posi­ 
tions only in the "500.” Their starting 
positions, no higher than 19th, will also 
be determined in Sunday’s twin 100s. 
Three additional cars from each of 
the qualifying races Sunday will fill out 
the tield to 33. 
"It’s a new car,” Walther said of his 
.present machine, “a McLaren with an 
Eagle wing. We’ve been running low 
boost and running right on 182 tm.ph.) 
We’ve run some fuel checks trying to 
get our mileage, and everybody’s just 


done a tremendous job.” 
The car Walther will pilot has the 
body of the machine that Peter Revson 
qualified at 200 m.ph. last year to win 
the pole. USAC rule changes will likely 
preclude any 200 plus laps today. 
Walther is being sponsored again by 
his father’s DaytoreWalther corpora­ 
tion which has been sponsoring cars 
since 1955. 
“ It should take about 187 to make 
the pole this year,” Walther predicted. 
While the tire testing two months ago, 
Walther pushed the car up to 185.1 
m.ph. Simple mathematics make him 
a contender for a top qualifying spot. 
As far as the tricky fuel situation 
goes, Walther’s crew is as close to fin­ 
ding a solution as any. "We've run un­ 
der what we have to mileage-wise,” 
v alther beamed. "We’ve been getting 
somewhere around two miles to the 
gallon.” 
Since it will take 1.8 miles in order 
to finish 500 miles, the Walther crew 
has some room to increase boost and 
horsepow’er to the already hard-run- 
ring McLaren. 
The drastic USAC rule changes in ef­ 
fect for the Cal 500 for the first time 
will make virtually every phase of the 
race from the first qualifying run until 
the last lap of the 500 unpredictable. 
There are no "experts” this year.

WASHINGTON (UP1) - Af­ 
ter two years ot pretty much 
m a r k i n g time, American 
churchmen are once again 
talking about a renewed so­ 
cial activist role for the na­ 
tion’s 
churches 
and 
syna­ 
gogues. 
The reason: Watergate. 
“ Watergate has put an end 
t o 
confrontation 
politics 
among the branches of gov­ 
ernment,” according to Albert 
V o r s p a n , director of the 
Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations’ social action 
program. 
As a first step to revitalized 
domestic social action coali­ 
tion. Vorspan and 17 other re­ 
ligious leaders -many of them 
active in the now dormant re- 
1 i g i o u s antiwar and civil 
rign.s ef.orts—have joined to 
form what they call the “ Re­ 
ligion-» Committee for Integr­ 
ity in Government.” 
Among the sponsors of the 
committee are such mainline 
churchmen as Sterling Cary, 
president 
of 
the 
National 
Council of Churches, Robert 
Campbell, general secretary 
o f 
the 
American 
Baptist 
Churches in the U.S.A.; Bish­ 
op Carroll T. Dozier of the 
R o m a n Catholic Church’s 
Memphis diocese; Robert V. 
Moss, president of the United 
Church of Christ, and Clarie 
Colling Harvey, president of 
Church Women United. 
“ lhe times call for citizen 
affirmation of political res­ 
ponsibility, not cynicism,” the 
committee said in announcing 
itself. 
The committee, which will 


wor k through Washington- 
based staff people of the vari­ 
ous 
agencies 
and 
groups, 
makes no bones about des­ 
cribing Watergate as a moral 
as 
well 
as 
constitutional 
crisis. 
It lists as its immediate 
goals “ clarification” of moral 
issues involved, “ Justice for 
Lie President and he Amc i- 
can people;” election cam- 


paign reform, including public 
financing of campaigns, and 
“ restoration of constitutional 
checks and balances,” includ­ 
ing a challenge of President 
Nixon’s use of imooundment 
c. av: opriated funds “ md 
the abuse and improper as­ 
sumption of the functions of 
law enforcement agencies.”

land.” 
“We have been dead to and 
have worn blinders in the pre­ 
sence of criminality, tax eva­ 
sion, dirty tricks, gross viola­ 
tions of civil liberties and bla­ 
tant invasions of privacy.” 
Vorspan sees the Watergate 
crisis as providing even wider 
opportunities 
for 
securing 
“ significant federal legislative 
solutions to neglected social 
problems in American life.” 
The time is ripe, he be­ 
lieves. for a renewal of the 
civil rights coalition of the 
1960s, composed of religious, 
e t h n i c and labor organ­ 
izations. 
Such a coalition, according 
to Vor'p,, could work as a 
“ social conscience” task force 
aimed at the issues of civil 
rights laws, urban problems, 
ecologv and economic pro­ 
grams for the poor. 
There are some indications 
such a co'lition might be 
joined bv some heretofore un­ 
likely allies -evangelicals. 
In the past, evangelicals 
have been noted more for 
the r support of the political 
°nd social status quo than for 
activism in the worldly realm 
of politics and power. 
But there are increasing 
signs that evangelicals are re­ 
discovering an awakened so­ 
cial 
consciousness, 
a 
con­ 
sciousness that from a politic­ 
al stand point often places 
them in the same camp as 
t h e i r theological foes in 
mainstream churches. 
Jim Wallis, editor of the 
evangelical activist magazine 
“ The Post American,” sum­ 
med up widespread evangelic­ 
al feelings in an editorial on 
Watergate: 
“ The most important thing 
which could result from the 
Watergate episode is not the 
impeachment of the Presi­ 
dent. Rather it would be hope 
of logons learned by the 
church about its responsibi­ 
lities. about its mission in this 
society.”

Things have a way of working out, right? Do I make myself 
clear? 
Because of the gasoline shortage you can’t drive to the mar­ 
ket. but that’s okay because with the price of food these da\ s, 
you can’t afford to buy anything anyway. 
Eggs aren’t so bad—they’re only three times as expensive as 
they were last year. Even the cost of egg on your face has 
gone up. 
i am very fond of eggs, but f caiTt cook tnem. You ve 
heard about the guy who couldn’t even boil an egg? Don t 
laugh—you'll hurt my feelings. One day I cooked a handful ol 
harboiled eggs. 1 put them in a pan of water, turned up the 
heat and went to catch the six o’clock news. By the time my 
teeth had quit chattering, the water had boiled away, the eggs 
had cracked and were issuing globs of white gook, and the 
bottom of the pan was turning black. 
Fried eggs are the simplest, but mine always end up 
scrambled, f like a friend egg “ over easy,” as the girl at the 
lunch counter bawls to the cook. He can do it. Loverly. Light 
brown, quivering gently with a pulse of yellow yoke. But I 
always ruin the yoke when 1 crack the egg on the edge of the 
trying pan. I give the fragile shell a few tentative taps and 
nothing happens. So I give it a good sharp bat on the rim and 
end up with a handful of raw egg, as slippery and slimy a 
mess as you could ask for. 
Then 1 dump the lot into the pan. including a scattering of 
shell fragments and pick up the sports page. I am recalled to 
my precious “ over easy” by a column of smoke rising over 
the stove. The egg is now a greasy, yellow-white amalgam 
with the texture (and taste) of a Formica tile. 
If the egg is always going to end up scrambled, you might 
as well scramble it to start with. So I crack it into the bowl, 
remove pieces o fsheli, mix, add salt, pepper and dried onion 
flakes—yummy! Watch it closely on the griddle. It always 
come off gooey and runny, or as leathery' as a baseball glove. 
I like it somewhere in between, but the magic moment always 
eludes me. I've turned out scrambled eggs that would bend 


your fork. 
Poached eggs are tough, too—at least mine are. Pop the egg 
into the boiling water and pace beside it like a father in a 
maternity ward. I look at my watch. I glance at the kitchen 
clock. I study the firming of the white. 1 pickup the sports 
page and read about the Lakers’ latest defeat. When I fish out 
the poached egg, I could play golf with it. 
Okay—soft-boiled egg. What can go wrong with a soft-boiled 
egg? (Laughter from Olympus.) I slide it gently into the boiling 
writer. Sigh of relief. Watch the clock. Three minutes? Or was 
it four? Phone rings. " I ’m sorry, she’s not up yet. Can I take 
a message?” The message turns out to be longer than the 
Gospel According to St. Matthew, and when 1 get back to the 
stove my soft-boiled egg is as chewy and resilient as a han- 


- dball. 
The intricacies and anxieties of cooking eggs have reduced 
me to a -hell ot my former self.

Pressure readings not always mystery

DEAR DR. LAMB - Will 
you please tell me why doc­ 
tors are always reluctant, and 
very often absolutely refuse, 
to tell a patient what his 
b l o o d 
pressure 
is 
even 
though it is normal? 


A patient pays a fee to find 
out for.his own peace of mind 
if his pressure has risen or is 
normal. Is it fair for a doctor 
not to tell him? Ell be inter­ 
ested to hear your answer. 
Dear Reader — Not all doc­ 
tors 
avoid 
telling 
patients 
la ir pressure reading. ’T h e 
main 
reason 
most 
doctors 
avoid giving you numbers is 
that 
it 
fluctuates 
normally 
and most patients have a ten­ 
dency to think, erroneously, 
that something is wrong 
il 
their pressure is five or 10 
points higher on one reading 
than on a 
previous exam­ 
ination. 
Some patients have a reflex 
reaction to having their blood 
pressure reading taken. They 
become overly anxious about 
their pressure and everytime 
, the blood oressure cluff goes 


on. w ham mo, their pressure 
goes way up. When they are 
distracted 
or 
relaxed, 
the 
pressure may he nomal. Doc­ 
tors have learned that one 
\va 
to avoid having t h e i r 
patients develop such a reac­ 
tion to the pressure is 
to 
avoid their becoming fixed on 
the numbers. It's not a very 
satisfactory solution, but it is 
a common practice with the 
best of intentions. 


Most 
doctors 
would 
not 
agree that you pay them to 
find out what your blood pres­ 
sure is. Rather, they think of 
their role as guarding your 
h alth. It guarung your hgallh 
means not 
transmitting an­ 
xiety about your blood pres­ 
sure reading to >cu, that is 
what they are likely to do.

Dear Reader — Singers’ 
nodes are little white nodules 
that 
develop 
in

voice a lot. Thev are caused 


by irritation and 
might 
be 
thought of as a callous of the 
vocal cord. They have nothing 


to do with the thyroid. 
It is usual for doctors to ad­ 
vise 
people 
having 
trouble 
with their voice to give their 
vocal cords a rest. This helps 
in 
some 
instances. 
People 
also lose their voice because 
ot an inflammation such as 
occurs with a severe cold or 
laryngitis. The rest helps and 
time also h* lps as the person 


recovers 
from 
the 
illness. 
Some people also lose their 
voces from nervousness, but 
this is a differnet situation 
than the singers 
node prob­ 
lem. 


I gather you like to sing. In 
that case, you might want to 
see an ear, nose and throat 
specialist. 
They 
can 
some­ 


times do a lot for such prob­ 


lems. In some instances, the 


nodule can be surgically re­ 
moved.

values run from $65 to $1500 I 
depending on the state and 
condition. 
Since most of these early 
coins v.ere struck from hand 1 
engraved 
dies 
each 
issue 
shows an individual characte­ 
ristic that makes it a collec­ 
tors' specialty. Some involve 
double struck mottos, doubled 
dates, variations in hairdos 
and the reverse wreath and 
two different sizes in the one- 
hundredth value fraction un­ 
der the wreath. 
From 1808 through 1814 the 
Type V took on still another 
facial appearance. This time 
the designer reversed the di­ 
rection of the "Classic Head’’ 
and encompassed it with 13 
six-pointed stars. The reverse 
is not unliKe that of previous h 
issues except for the fact that 
the wreath is made up of one 
ccfitmuous branch rather than 
two springs tied at the bot­ 
tom. 
The profile of Type VI is j 
“ ( oroneted” and was coined I 
from 1816 through 1839 but 
leaving much to be desired in 
the way of beauty. The chin- 
less Liberty was the work of 
Robert 
Scot 
and 
William 
K n e a s s . 
Two 
sculptuors 
known for their outstanding 
artistic abilitv but it definite­ 
ly was lacking in this in­ 
stance.

Type V II is the "Braided 
Hair” variety and last of the 
large cent Issues, coined from 
1839 to 1857. Sculptured by 
William Kneass, this profile is 
a s»»ght improvment over the 
Type VI.
